JOHN DURIE, THE LIBRARIANS’ APOSTLE. 


By P. Evans Lewin. 


“The Thing that hath been, it is That which shall be,” and 
“there is no new Thing under the Sun,” saith the Preacher. 
Yet it will be a matter of surprise to some that as far back as 
the year 1650, a pamphlet was published containing a plea for 
the better payment of librarians, and that at a time when Britain 
was behind all the Continental nations in her treatment ot 


literature, its author should have been a Scotsman. At the 
present day the position of a librarian and his importance to the 
community are better recognized, but in the seventeenth 
century he was regarded, in Britain at any rate, as a mere 
keeper of books, whose sole duty it was to be responsible for thi 
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safe keeping of the books placed under his care. With, perhaps, 
the exception of the Bodleian Library, then but a small 
collection, England possessed no public libraries which could 
compare to the Royal Library at Paris, the University Library 
at Prague, the Imperial Library at Vienna, the Libraries of the 
Escorial and the Vatican, those at Lyons and Heidelberg, and 
others which then formed the nucleus of those grand libraries 
which now exist in almost every town of any importance on the 
Continent. 

It is not to be wondered at, therefore, that the office of 
librarian was held in small esteem in England, then the least 
progressive country in science, art, and literature, and credit is 
due to John Durie for endeavouring to arouse some interest in 
the matter. In a tract entitled “The Reformed Librarie- 
Keeper,” published in the year 1650, he brings forward a 
scheme, at a period convulsed by political agitation, for the 
better management of libraries. 

John Durie was born at Edinburgh in the year 1596, forcy 
years after a more celebrated man, the occult philosopher John 
Dee, had sent in his memorial to Queen Mary for the recover y 
and preservation of ancient writings and monuments, and for the 
erection of a “library royal.” Dee, like Durie, had lived much 
out of England, travelling from Court to Court, and in his 
f books which were 


wanderings he had seen those collections 
the glory of Europe. Dee himself had collected four thousand 
precious volumes, which became the prey of an ignorant mob 


during one of his journeys on the Continent. It is to be noted 


gno 


hat these two men were equally cosmopolitan and erratic in 
their tastes, Dee inclining to the study of the almost untrodden 
paths of natural science, Durie keeping to the broad way of 
religious tolerance and building up for himself a name in history 
by his lifelong endeavours to promote a union of all Christian 


Churches. Durie came of a good stout Scottish stock, being the 
grandson of that John Durie, associated with Knox, who, though 
a Preacher, was fond of athletics, for “the gown was no sooner 
off and the Bible out of hand in the Kirk, when on went the 
corselet and up fangit was the hagbut; and to the fields.” He 
was educated at Sedan, and later visited Oxford for the purpose 
of study at the Bodleian. His Continental education seems to 
have broadened his mind, for he laboured strenuously throughout 
his life for the Union of Christendom, making incessant 
journeyings with that end in view. Received with much favour 
by Gustavus Adolphus, he was ordered out of Sweden by his 
celebrated daughter and successor Queen Christina, that lady 
who, on occasion, donned male attire and called herself * King,” 
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and was finally in her turn forced to quit Sweden by her 
rebellious subjects. There is no doubt that Durie often let his 
zeal outrun his discretion, for his writings show him to have been 
a singularly hard-hitter. After his expulsion from the Court of 
Christina we find him engaged as Domestic Chaplin to Mary, 
Princess of Orange, daughter to Charles I. and mother of 
William III., but tiring of this he returned to England, and in 
the year 1645 preached before Parliament, ‘“ Israel’s Call to 
March out of Babylon,” a sermon which gained considerable 
attention. In the year 1650 at a time when the fate of what 
forms the nucleus of the Royal Collection in the British Museum, 
then kept at St. James’ Palace, was trembling in the balance, 
he was appointed deputy to Bulstrode Whitelocke, afterwards 
Chancellor, in the office of Librarie-Keeper at St. James’. 
There can be small doubt that to the exertions of Durie and 
Whitelocke we owe the preservation of what then constituted 
our National Collection, which some of those old iconoclasts 
in their blind zeal for the destruction of all that savoured of 
royalty and antiquity, would have converted into hard cash and 
shipped beyond the seas. 

About this time Durie wrote the tract which ts the subject 
of this paper. In it he expressed views 


greatly in advance ot 


those current. ‘ The Librarie-Keeper’s place and office, in most 


countries, are looked upon,” ‘he says, “‘as places of profit and 


gain, and so accordingly sought after and valued in that regard ; 
and not in regard of the service which is to bee don unto the 
Commonwealth of Israel, for the advancement of Pietie and 


Learning. For the most part men look after the maintenance 
and livelihood settled upon their places more than upon the end 
or usefulness of their emploiments, and so they subordinate to 
the advantages of their places to purchase mainly two things 
thereby, viz: an easy subsistence and some credit in comparison 
of others, nor is the last much regarded if the first is to bee had,” 
and, he continues in words almost applicable to the present day, 
“their places are but mercenarie, and their emploiment of little 
or no use further then to look to the books committed to their 
custodie that they may not bee lost—and that is all.’ Then 
Durie goes on to complain that at Oxford “the settled 
maintenance of the Librarie-Keeper is not above fiftie or sixtie 
pound per annum,” the assistant, we learn from Edwards’ 
Memoirs of Libraries, getting but £10, and a servant £4, in the 
money of that day, and he urges “ that their places might not b« 
made, as everywhere they are, mercenarie, but rather honorarie, 
and that with a competant allowance of two hundred pound

books.” This further work he describes as follows :—The 
Librarian is to be “a Factor or Trader for helps to Learning and 
a Treasurer to keep the books, and a Despenser to applie them 
to use, or too see them well used, or at least not abused; and to 
do this, first a Catalogue is to be made to be ‘ranked’ in the 
order most easily to be found which is that of ‘Science and 
Languages,’ when first of all the books are divided into the 
subjectam materiam whereof they treat, and then everie kinde of 
matter sub-divided into their several languages ... . anda 
reference is to bee made to the place where the books are to bee 
found in their shelves or repositories.” For the increase of the 
stock ‘correspondence should bee held with those that are 
eminent in everie science, to trade with them for their profit,” 
for the exchange and purchase of books, the librarian to give an 
account of his trading once a year. The Catalogue of additions 
is to be written and then put in print every three years. Might 
not all this have been written in the middle of the nineteenth 
century instead of in the middle of the seventeenth ? 

It will be seen from the foregoing extracts that Durie’s 
endeavour was to raise the status of a Librarian, so that instead 
of being a caretaker he should become not only a help to the 
learned, but a scholar himself. At the same time that the 
* Reformed Librarie-Keeper ”’ was published another pamphlet, 
but not in such a happy vein, appeared, named “ The Reformed 
School,” which contains Durie’s peculiar views on education. The 
model youths of those days were “ in winter to be waked at five, 
in summer at four of the clock in the morning,” and to be safely 
in bed by nine at night. ‘ The usher shall cause them to rise, 
which whiles they are adoing and putting on their clothes, he 
shall with a previous short ejaculation, reade some part of the 
Scriptures unto them. This is to bee don within the space of 
half-an-hour, to bee measured by a sandglass, after which every- 
one shall go abroad for the space of another half-hour to stretch, 
wash and cleanse himself, till the whole family be called togither ; 
the women and girls shall be in one room by themselves, and the 
men and boyes in another, so that they shall not see one another 
and yet be both able to hear him who shall read prayers.” After 
the arduous duties of the day were accomplished “ those that 
desired them should not be refused bread and beer of good 
quality,” and no doubt the little victims of the Reformed School 
appreciated this part of the daily drudgery. Other times other 
manners. 

To Librarians John Durie should have a peculiar interest, 
and not less so to Assistants, for he was one himself. He is the 
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apostle of better salaries, and probably the first Englishman who 
has pleaded for their office. Therefore no apology is needed for 
including in these pages the meagre particulars here supplied of 
one who was the friend of such men as Milton, Baxter, Mede, 
and Hall, the confidant of Gustavus Adolphus, the correspondent 
of half the theologians of the Continent, the writer of a very 
voluminous literature, and last but not least, from our point of 
view, a Library Assistant. Probably in the Valhalla of Librarians 
he is addressed as “ Saint Durie”; at any rate he deserves a 
memorial of some sort, and this I have endeavoured to offer.

George Meredith has been elected 
vice-president of the London Library, in place of the late Lord 
Acton. 

Soldiers’ Libraries... The system of regimental libraries 
seems to be a very complete one in Germany. The Kaiser has 
himself looked after the matter and made it a personal business. 
He first contributed 60,000 marks out of his private purse, and 
then raised the sum to 80,000 marks, and subsequently to 
120,000 marks, and appointed a special commission to select and 
purchase 400,000 volumes, to which ample additions are made 
from time to time. By an ingenious plan, there is an exchange 
of books between regiment and regiment; so that one good 
library serves for all. This way of improving the spare hours of 
soldiers has so impressed General André, the French Minister of 





War, that he too has inaugurated a similar system in the French 
Army. 

Stornoway.—At a meeting of the Town Council of 
Stornoway on Friday, a promised contribution of £3,500 
from Mr. Andrew Carnegie, for the erection of a_ building 
to be used as a public library at Stornoway was unanimously 
accepted. The condition of the gift was that the borough con- 
tribute the sum of £120 annually towards the expense of main- 
taining the library. 

Woolwich.—Plans for the Plumstead District Library have 
passed the Council, and the erection of the Library is to be 
pushed on without delay. The selection of a site for a branch 
at Eltham is also under consideration. It is hoped that it will 
be possible to open both these Libraries free of debt, as it is 
estimated that the donation of £14,000 from Mr. Carnegie plus 
the accumulated rates which the Council has in hand will be 
sufficient to defray the cost of erection.
